Market  conditions  during  July  have  been  dominated  by  burdensome  supplies 
and  declining  demand.  As  the  above  graph  indicates  lamb  prices  have  decreased 
sharply  since  mid-June  both  in  Alberta  and  Toronto.  Normally  prices  an  I 
their  peak  during  the  May-June  period  and  do  not  begin  sharp  declines  until  the 
fall  runs  in  August  when  most  of  the  pastured  spring  lambs  are  slaughtered. 
This  year,  however,  slaughter  numbers  have  increased  earlier  than  expected. 
With  the  unseasonably  warr.i  weather  in  the  east,  red  meat  demand  has  been  poor 
making  it  difficult  to  move  lamb  into  the  eastern  markets  thus  pressuring 
prices  to  the  mid-501 s. 

Last  year  Alberta  prices  bottomed  at  $56 .00-$58 .OO/cwt  in  October.  We  are 
at  that  level  already.  Indications  are  that  due  to  heavy  suppiis  already  the 
heavy  Lai1  rims  may  be  more  moderate  than  normal.  It  appears  that  the  seasonal 
patterns  may  be   altering  and   the  whole  cycle  may  be  shifting  ahead  slightly. 


The    U.S.     lanb    indusrry    has    been    faced    with    the    same    glut  situation 
according    to   U.S.    sources.      A    liquidation   of    inventories    also    seems    to  be 
occurring  but    this  will   not   be   confirmed  until  the  January   1,    1984  inve 
numbers  are  released  by  USDA.

Heavy  supplies  continued  to  dominate  the  lamb  industry  both  in  Canada  and 
the  U.S.  during  August.  Cumulative  slaughter  levels  were  19%  and  14%  above  last 
year  in  Alberta  and  Canada  respectively. 

Prices  have  remained  steady  at  $55 . 00-$57 . OO/cwt  in  Alberta  througout  the 
month.  The  Toronto  market  averaged  $62 . 75-$72 . 75/cwt  and  U.S.  markets  in  San 
Angelo  averaged  $60.34  (Canadian  equivalent).  Last  year  Lambcc  prices  in  August 
averaged  $59.

Alberta  lamb  prices  during  September  recovered  somewhat  fror.  August  lows 
of  $55.00-$57.00  to  $60 .00-$62 .00  at  month's  end.  Indications  are  that  lamb 
prices  have  bottomed  out  and  will  slowly  increase  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the  month  the  price  differential  for  A  &  B  lambs 
80  lb  and  up  between  Toronto  and  Alberta  narrowed  significantly.  Both  markets 
imported  American  lambs  to  meet  market  demands. 

Slaughter  levels  in  Alberta  have  tapered  off  during  the  month.  This 
decline  was  expected  after  the  heavy  slaughter  levels  in  late  June  and  July. 
The  cumulative  slaughter  volume  in  Alberta  to  date  is  60,437  head,  20.9%  above 
year  ago  levels.  Indications  are  that  the  heavy  slaughter  in  June  was  the 
result  of  a  shift  forward  in  the  seasonal  fall  slaughter  cycle. 

Feeder  lamb  prices  within  the  province  averaged  $55 . 00-$64 . 50  for  lambs  60 
lb  and  over  in  Lethbridge  and  $62 . 00-$67 . 00  in  Cardston.  Increased  grain  costs 
and  current  fat  lamb  prices  have  held  feeder  lamb  prices  slightly  below  year 
ago  levels.  In  the  U.S.  feeder  lamb  prices  are  holding  steady  at  U.S. 
$43.00-$47.00.

North  American  lamb  markets  strengthend  during  October.  Prices  rose  from 
yearly  lows  in  July  and  August  as  demand  resumed  in  the  east.  Alberta  lamb 
prices  in  August  averaged  $57.00/cwt,  the  lowest  monthly  average  since  1977. 
By  mid-October  lamb  prices  in  Alberta  reached  $62 . 00-$64 . OO/cwt .  Last  year  at 
this  time  prices  were  still  on  a  downward  trend  not  recovering  until  late 
November.  In  Toronto,  prices  averaged  $75.12/cwt  during  the  month,  $6.80/cwt 
higher  than  in  1982. 

Alberta  slaughter  volumes  for  the  month  as  of  October  22  were  7,205  head 
compared  to  4,734  head  for  the  same  period  in  1982.  The  red  meat  industry 
suffered  considerably  during  the  heat  waves  in  eastern  Canada  and  the  U.S. 
thoroughout  the  summer  as  demand  for  red  meats  diminished.  Because  of  the 
traditional  seasonality  of  lamb  slaughter,  retail  chains  are  geared  to 
handling  lamb  in  the  fall.  Although  large  supplies  appeared  earlier  than 
normal  this  year,  retail  patterns  did  not  change  to  accommodate  the 
thus,  low  July/August  prices.

Slaughter  numbers  in  Alberta  for  the  four  weeks  ending  November  19  were 
8,456  head  compared  to  8,669  head  for  the  same  time  period  in  1982,  down 
2.5%.  Cumulative  slaughter  levels  for  1983  in  Alberta  and  Canada  were  82,796 
head  and  235,995  head,  up  22.8%  and  18.0%  respectively.  Total  slaughter  in 
Ontario  as  of  November  12  was  69,303  h( ad,  46%  of  which  were  imported  from  the 
U.S.  These  lambs  were  imported  predoninantly  in  March  and  April  when  local 
supplies  were  low. 

As  fall 
marketings  begin  to  diminish  and  with  :he  Christmas  season  approaching  demand 
should  strengthen  and  prices  should  improve  during  the  remainder  of  this  year 
and  into  the  1st  quarter  of  1984.
